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Tributes paid to long serving 
town councillor Liz Tirard 


TRIBUTES have been paid to long-serving 
Honiton town councillor Liz Tirard who died 
peacefully at home last week after a struggle 
with cancer. 

Councillors praised her ‘respectful’ manner and 
‘dedicated’ service to the town over a number of 
years. 

Mrs Tirard’s son Jasper announced the news on 
Tuesday, January 14th. He said: “It is with a heavy 
heart I let you know that my mum, Liz, passed 
away peacefully at home yesterday. 

“She fought an extremely aggressive cancer with 
the heart and passion many in Honiton have known 
and loved her for. My thanks to all those who have 
already expressed their sorrow and offered their 
support. The family will be updating with news of 
arrangements later.” 

Messages of condolence were posted on Mr 
Tirard’s Facebook page following the announce¬ 
ment. 

Mrs Tirard first served on the town council be¬ 
tween 2003 and 2008, before running for election 
again in May 2011. She continued to serve the 
council until resigning for personal reasons in No¬ 
vember last year. 

A statement from the town council said: “Honiton 
Town Council was very sad to learn of the death of 
former member Liz Tirard and would like to pay 
tribute to the contribution Liz made to the work of 
the town council over the years. 

“Liz was a dedicated member of a number of 
committees and working groups, and was a strong 
supporter of the Beehive Community Complex 
project. 

“From May 2011 Liz also served as chairman of 
the planning committee and undertook the role with 
great enthusiasm and professionalism, steering the 
committee through consideration of some con¬ 
tentious plarming applications. 

“The town council wishes to record its grateful 
thanks for the years of service and contribution 
made to the community by Liz Tirard who will be 
much missed.” 

Councillor Vernon Whitlock, who worked closely 
with Mrs Tirard on a number of projects, said: “She 
served her town well as a councillor and her enthu-

siasm for everything she got involved with was in¬ 
fectious. She was involved in the early work at 
Roundball Wood, and as chairman of the planning 


committee her openness, honesty and willingness 
to involve others were key to ensuring the success 
of the process. 

“It was however her unwavering support of the 
Beehive project that I am personally most grateful 
for. Her encouragement kept us all going when 
times were tough and her straight talking helped to 



keep us on track.” 

Councillor Vivienne Ash said: “I had the utmost 
respect for her as a councillor. She was always able 
to put together a really strong argument in any de¬ 
bate and always conducted herself in a dignified 
and respectful way - she never brought personal is¬ 
sues into a debate.

AXMINSTER 

No plans to 
close hospital 

THERE are no plans to close Axminster Hospital, but 
it might be managed by a private contractor in the 
not too distant future. 

A 70-minute debate on the future of the hospital 
was held at Axminster Town Council on Monday of 
last week after a number of councillors had ex¬ 
pressed concern about decreasing bed numbers and 
other matters. 

Some time ago a now defunct NHS body awarded 
Northern Devon Healthcare NHS Trust (NDHT) a 
contract to run Axminster Hospital, which is said to 
run until 2016. 

The defunct NHS body was replaced by Northern, 
Eastern and Western Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (NEW) last year. 

The budgeting process is further complicated by 
the fact that it also involves Royal Devon & Exeter 
NHS Foundation Trust and NHS England. 

Those at the meeting were told that the cost of pro¬ 
viding health services is up by five per cent a year, 
but the amount of money available has not in¬ 
creased. 

Tamara Powderley, a member of NEW’s Executive 
Team, attended the meeting, saying: “There are lots 
of pressures but we have no intention to close 
Axminster Hospital.’’ 

Councillors and members of the public present at 
the meeting were confused by the plethora of NHS 
organisations involved and town councillor Andrew 
Moulding asked: “Who makes decisions about 
Axminster Hospital?’’ 

Mrs Powderley replied: “NEW will take those deci¬ 
sions, that’s the intention.’’ 

Local GP James Vann entered the fray by proclaim¬ 
ing: “The problem is that the people [NDHT] running 
the hospital are extremely difficult, by far the most 
difficult group of managers we’ve ever had. 

“They are extremely difficult to talk to. I’m waiting 
for responses from senior people from more than a 
month ago.They cut the beds. They think they save 
money but they never tell us what they have saved.’’

Relief over hospital 




AXMINSTER Hospital will not be closed. That was 
the assurance given to Axminster town council¬ 
lors when concerns about the future of the hospi¬ 
tal were aired at their meeting last week. 

There have been consistent rumours circulating 
around town for many months about the future of 
the hospital and in this newspaper two weeks ago 
Councillor Mervyn Symes, a member of the Hos¬ 
pital League of Friends, expressed worries that one 
of East Devon’s community hospitals might be put 
into “mothballs”. 

A reduction of beds from 18 to ten in recent times 
has fuelled concerns that the future of Axminster 
was indeed under consideration. 

Councillors spent 70 minutes last week listening 
to an NHS official outline the complicated process 
of who runs our community hospitals. 

Tamara Powderley, a member of the executive 
team of the Northern, Eastern and Western Devon 
Clinical Commissioning Group (NEW for short) ad¬ 
mitted that there were “lots of pressure” but there 
was “no intention” of closing Axminster Hospital. 

Councillors and members of the medical profes¬ 
sion and public present were confused over who 
\^es what in the NHS with regard to the running of 


our community hospitals but the assurance that 
Axminster Hospital is safe - at least for the time 
being - was what the council wanted to hear. 

But Mrs Powderley also admitted that if the pres¬ 
ent costs of running the hospital could not be sus¬ 
tained, privatisation was a possibility, albeit a 
remote one. 

It is clear that the medical profession in Axmin¬ 
ster still have reservations about how the hospital 
is being managed with respected GP James Vann 
claiming that managers were difficult to deal with. 
He also questioned the £1.4 million cost of running 
Axminster Hospital, posing the question: “Is it re¬ 
ally costing that much or are we paying for some¬ 
thing else?” 

Through the League of Friends, the people of 
Axminster and district have raised hundreds of 
thousands of pounds over the years for their hos¬ 
pital. So their worries are more than justified. 

They will be relieved, however, to hear that there 
is no intention to close the hospital - but will con¬ 
tinue to watch the situation closely.

SEATON/COLYTON 

Inspector rejects 
green wedge plans 

RESIDENTS of Seaton and Colyford were celebrating 
yesterday (Monday) after news that a planning ap¬ 
peal to develop the green wedge between the two 
communities had been dismissed. 

The initial plans to build 170 houses, light industrial 
units, two football pitches, a pavilion, multi-use 
games area and new spine road through land east of 
Harepath Road, were turned down by East Devon 
District Council last year, but developers Seaton 
Park (Devon) Ltd. appealed the decision. 

Objectors were not expecting to hear a decision 
from the government-appointed planning inspector 
for several months, but received the news that the 
appeal had been dismissed yesterday. 

The inspector Geoffrey Hill listed five main issues 
with the application: 

i) The effect of the proposed development on the 
character and appearance of the area, having regard 
to the landscape setting and the desirability of main¬ 
taining separation between Seaton and Colyford. 

ii) The effect of the 
proposed development 
on wildlife interests lo¬ 
cally, with particular re¬ 
gard to bats. 

hi) Whether the pro¬ 
posed scheme includes 
an appropriate propor¬ 
tion of affordable hous¬ 
ing having regard to 
local needs and the via¬ 
bility of the develop¬ 
ment. 

iv) Whether the 
scheme would lead to an 
unacceptable loss of 
good quality agricul¬ 
tural land. 

v) Whether any ad¬ 
verse impacts (should 
there be any) would sig¬ 
nificantly and demon¬ 
strably outweigh the 
benefits of the proposed 
scheme when assessed 
against the policies of 
the National Planning 
Policy Framework. 

Mayor of Colyford, 
Howard West, who led 
the campaign group 
against the plans, said 
he was “very, very 
pleased with the deci¬ 
sion” but could not com¬ 
ment further as he had 
only just received the 
inspector’s report.

SIDMOUTH 

Call to PM to assess 
county pot holes 

A SIDMOUTH councillor has called for the Prime 
Minister to visit Devon to see the damage done to the 
county’s roads by the recent bad weather. 

Devon County Councillor Stuart Hughes, who is a 
cabinet member for Highway Management and 
Flood Prevention, wrote to David Cameron last week 
detailing the “massive” impact that stormy condi¬ 
tions have had on Devon’s roads. 

Councillor Hughes also asked for the opportunity 
to discuss concerns over road maintenance with 
Ministers and Government officials. 

In the letter. Councillor Hughes said: “Continued 
Central Government cuts in funding for highway 
maintenance are a major long-standing problem in 
Devon. The previous Government pursued a policy 
that unfairly favoured urban areas and we have 
never recovered from that. We are unable to stop the 
continued deterioration of the highway network and 
we see a massive backlog building up for the future. 

“Whilst we were fortunate to receive around 
ESmillion of Bellwin funding from the Government 
last year, this only went part way towards address¬ 
ing the county council’s actual bill of ElSmillion for 
damage to its highways. 

“In contrast, the Winter Damage Grant we received 
from Government in 2010 and 2011 after consecutive 
severe winters had a much more positive effect in 
tackling the deterioration of the network and it 
would be helpful if there was a similar response from 
Government in the light of the current conditions.” 


OTTERYStMARY 

Burglars fail to 
halt Hirst sale 

AN ORIGINAL sketch by internationally 
renowned artist Damien Hirst has sold for more 
than five times its estimated price in a record- 
breaking sale at Ottery Auction Rooms - days 
after the building was broken into by burglars. 

Preparations for the Auction Rooms’ Antique 
and Decorative Fine Art Sale on Thursday of last 
week (January 16th), in which the unique Hirst 
artwork was to go under the hammer, were dis¬ 
rupted overnight on Tuesday (January 14th), 
when thieves gained entry to the building on 
Finnimore Industrial Estate and made off with 
around 150 items of silver and gold. 

A number of glass cabinets were smashed in 
the process. 

Despite the difficulties caused by the break-in, 
the auction went ahead as planned, with the Hirst 
drawing being sold to a private buyer for £2,700 - 
more than five times the valuer’s original esti¬ 
mate of £300 to £500. 

A 20th century Monroe calculating machine 
also sold for £2,500 at the auction, in one of the 
most successful sales that principal valuer David 
Sumner has been involved in. 

Mr Sumner said: “We had put a conservative es¬ 
timate on the Hirst sketch of around £500, but I 
thought it could go for closer to £1,000. There was 
lot of buzz about it, and the item received good 
publicity. It was a fantastic result.”

Council to back 
Beehive charity bid 


HONITON Town Council has de¬ 
cided to support plans to give chari¬ 
table status to the company it set up 
to run the new Beehive community 
centre - a move which some council¬ 
lors fear could leave ratepayers out 
of pocket. 

During a stormy three-hour meet¬ 
ing on Monday, January 13th, coun¬ 
cillors voted in favour of an amended 
proposal from the working group set 
up to investigate options for running 
the centre. 

The working group proposed that 
the Beehive company applies to the 
Charity Commission for charitable 
status, with the conditions that: 

# Honiton Town Council should find 
the best way to minimise their liabil¬ 
ity by seeking expert advice; 

• A lease and service level agree¬ 
ment between the Beehive and Honi¬ 
ton Town Council would be drawn 
up to set out objects and require¬ 
ments in the operation of the Bee¬ 
hive; 

• Honiton Town Council would re¬ 
duce the proportion of directors on 
the Beehive board to less than 20 per 
cent of the total; 

# Honiton Town Council would 
scrutinise and amend the Memoran¬ 
dum and Articles of Association as 
well as the charitable purposes of the 
trust company before giving its ap¬ 
proval; 

• A peppercorn rent would be 
granted;

hive would be used for charitable 
purposes with the charity’s stated ob¬ 
jects. 

Councillor Peter Halse, chairman 
of the working group, said that the 
advice of Beehive directors, acting 
on behalf of the council, was that 
charity status for the company was 
“essential, financially and opera¬ 
tionally.” 

He said: “The directors have told 
us the only option they can see is to 
take the charitable route. 

“The advice needs to be sought but 
in the meantime charity is the right 
way forward. If we delay and delay 
it will go on forever. 

“Right from the beginning of this 
project 25 years ago we intended to 
provide a community facility to ben¬ 
efit the Honiton area. We never 
imagined we could cover its costs 
from the outset. 

“It will take several years before 
substantial profits are realised. Once 
that happens, money can be returned 
to the community within the aims 
and objectives of the Beehive. 

“Meanwhile the whole community 
will benefit from the facilities made 
available.” 

But some councillors voiced their 
concerns with leasing the Beehive to 
a charity at a peppercorn rent. 

Councillor Mike Allen argued that 
the proposal would leave ratepayers 


to foot the bill for repayment of the 
loan taken out by the council to fund 
the building’s construction. 

Councillor Allen proposed post¬ 
poning the decision until further ad¬ 
vice had been sought from Thomas 
Westcott Chartered Accountants. 

He said: “We as a council have a 
responsibility to act with financial 
prudence. I am asking that we take 
proper financial advice before mak¬ 
ing the decision. 

“The charity proposal has divided 
the council and we want to bring the 
council back to unanimity.” 

Councillor Roy Coombs expressed 
further concerns about the council’s 
control of the Beehive, suggesting 
the decision would lead the council 
down a “one way street” which could 
leave it “financially impoverished for 
many years to come.” 

Councillor John Zarezynski, plan¬ 
ning committee chairman, said: 
“Every councillor has the Beehive’s 
best interests at heart but unfortu¬ 
nately this has become a divisive 
issue. 

“We have a responsibility to act in 
the best interests of the ratepayers. I 
want the council to make the best de¬ 
cision and not rush into anything.” 

Details of the Beehive opening cer¬ 
emony were also discussed at the 
meeting and Councillor Zarezynski 
was chosen as the council’s represen¬ 
tative to oversee the event. A date is 
still to be set. 


Police warn drivers over ‘lethal’ phone use 


HONITON peso Steve 
Mingo has warned drivers 
of the potentially ‘lethal’ 
consequences of using 
mobile devices at the 
wheel. 

Research has shown that 
motorists are using their 
mobile phones more for 
accessing social media 
while driving. One in five 
motorists admits to check¬ 
ing social media alerts 
while at the wheel. 

peso Mingo, from the 
Honiton Neighbourhood 
Police Team, said: “The 
most common distraction 
for drivers is their mobile 
phone. Making a call or 
sending a quick text can be 
lethal when driving, let 
alone using social media. 
Do not be tempted to use 
your phone at the wheel 
for any purpose. This is a 
huge danger.’’ 


Driver distractions, which 
include the use of mobile 
devices, are one of the 
‘fatal four’ causes of seri¬ 
ous injuries or deaths that 
Devon and Cornwall Police 
are most concerned about. 

Driving under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol or drugs, 
not wearing a seat belt and 
speeding are the other 
major threats to road 
safety. More than 60 per 
cent of fatal and serious 
collisions are caused by 
these factors. 

peso Mingo added: “In 
the vast majority of colli¬ 
sions these ‘fatal four’ are 
the primary causes. The 
advice is simple - drive 
within the speed limit and 
according to the conditions, 
and always ensure you are 
fit to drive, wear your seat 
belt and do not be dis¬ 
tracted when driving.’’ 


Police are also urging mo¬ 
torists to make basic 
checks on their vehicles 
during the winter months, 
with icy conditions likely to 
cause difficulty on the 
roads. Drivers should make 
sure tyres, wipers and 
lights are fit for purpose 
before setting off. 

peso Mingo said: “Be¬ 
ware of icy conditions, par¬ 


ticularly during early morn¬ 
ings. Consider leaving a lit¬ 
tle more time for travelling 
so you can take extra care. 
Rushing your Journey can 
lead to errors of Judgment 
which can easily lead to a 
serious crash.’’ 

In 2013 there were 586 
serious or fatal collisions in 
Devon and Cornwall, com¬ 
pared to 554 in 2012.

A PUBLIC consultation 
launched by East Devon 
District Council last week 
will allow village resi¬ 
dents across the district to 
have their say on the fu¬ 
ture development of their 
community. 

Feedback from the 
eight-week consultation 
will be used to create a 
Villages Plan, to comple¬ 
ment the East Devon 
Local Plan for 2006-26, 
which is due to be re¬ 
viewed in detail by a Gov¬ 
ernment Inspector in 
February. 

A draft version of the 
Villages Development 
Plan Document (DPD), 
which goes into detail on 
each of the district’s vil¬ 
lages, is currently avail¬ 
able on EDDC’s website, 
and feedback from the 
consultation, as well as 
comments made by the 
Inspector on the Local 
Plan, will shape the final 
version. 

The draft DPD, which 


has taken into account the 
input of parish councils 
across the district, sug¬ 
gests some revisions to 
the current Built-Up Area 
Boundaries that ring- 
fence the land that may be 
considered for new build¬ 
ing. Most parish councils 
provided details of pre¬ 
ferred sites for residential 
development. 

Copies of the Village 
Plan and Sustainability 
Appraisal can be viewed 
at EDDC’s Knowle head¬ 
quarters in Sidmouth, as 
well as libraries at Axmin- 
ster, Budleigh Salterton, 
Clyst Vale School, Coly- 
ton, Exeter Central, Ex¬ 
mouth, Honiton, Lyme 
Regis, Ottery St Mary, 
Seaton and Sidmouth. 

The closing date for 
feedback is Monday, 
March 10th and a revised 
document based on the in¬ 
formation received will be 
released for a further 
round of consultation in 
the summer.

purely by the dedicated work of fundrais¬ 
ers and corporate sponsors from all areas 
of Devon.” 

Devon Freewheelers CEO Daniel Lav- 
ery, said: “There’s no doubt that our 
couriers save lives every single day. 

“It would make such a difference if per¬ 
manent funding could be secured, not 
only for the service in Devon but for the 
other blood bike groups in the UK who 
provide the same service to their own 
local hospitals.” 


Grants available to restore 
World War One memorials 


COMMUNITIES across Devon have until 
January 31st to apply for the first round of 
funding for a World War I memorial 
restoration grant. 

There were an estimated 2,000 war me¬ 
morials created in Devon at the end of the 
Great War, in local communities, as well as 
by schools, clubs, churches and even busi¬ 
nesses. 

While many memorials survive and are 
maintained, many have fallen into disrepair 
and lie largely unnoticed. 

Devon County Council announced last 
year that £150,000 had been made available 
to the WWI memorials project, adminis¬ 
tered by Community Council of Devon. 

Organisations, including town and parish 
councils, responsible for the maintenance of 
pubhc war memorials can apply for grants 
of between £750 and £3,000, on the condi¬ 
tion that they contribute at least 25 per cent 
of the total cost of the restoration project. 

Restoration can be of any kind designed 
to make the memorial clearer and more 


prominent in the community. They may in¬ 
clude stone crosses, monoliths, plaques, or 
statues, and the funding could be used to 
improve the landscaping surrounding me¬ 
morials. 

The memorial grant scheme forms part of 
a wider Devon County Council initiative 
called Devon Remembers, commemorating 
the contributions, commitment and sacrifice 
that families a century ago gave during 
World War I. 

More than 11,000 Devon men and women 
died in the Great War, and over the next four 
years people young and old will be marking 
the centenary in their own personal way. 

Communities will also be coming to¬ 
gether to discover stories about their shared 
past and forging new relationships for the 
future. The grant scheme is the first phase 
of this work.

safe and watertight. 

“The condition of the property 
is deteriorating and has been 
identified as being in a danger¬ 
ous state of repair. 

“The mill is a Grade II listed 
building and as such its conser¬ 
vation is of importance.” 

In addition, the report claimed 
that the building’s owner had not 
responded to correspondence. 

If work has not been carried out 
within a fortnight of the notice 
being served, EDDC will seek to 
appoint a contractor and recover 
the related costs from the build¬ 
ing’s owner.

Village to commemorate World War I centenary 


PLANS for events in Beer to com¬ 
memorate the centenary of the out¬ 
break of the First World War are 
progressing well. 

A grant from Seaton Phoenix will 
enable commemorative mugs to be 
given to children from the village 
who attend the primary school and 
playgroup, while an art competi¬ 
tion is being organised for students 
at local schools. 

More details of these develop¬ 
ments will be available shortly.

The main events will take place 
between August 1st and 4th. 

From Friday 1st to Monday, Au¬ 
gust 4th, an exhibition will be held 
in the Congregational Hall, featur¬ 
ing research into men from Beer 
who served in all the armed forces 
during World War I, and those who 
served as merchant seamen. 

These include men who served in 
France, Belgium, Italy, East Africa, 


Mesopotamia (modern Iraq), the 
Mediterranean, the Dardanelles, 
the South Atlantic, the North Sea 
and the Indian Ocean. 

Photos and a diary which have 
been lent to the project have added 
extra detail to the research. 

Two historians from the Imperial 
War Museum will give lectures in 
the Mariners Hall on Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 2nd. 

Peter Hart, author of many books 
on World War I, is the museum’s 



oral historian, and will give a pres¬ 
entation on the Battle of Jutland, in 
which four men from Beer were 
killed. 

Alan Wakefield is a curator in the 
museum’s photographic collection, 
and will lecture on the Zeebrugge 
Raid in 1918, after which a sub¬ 
mariner from Beer (who survived 
the war) was awarded the Conspic¬ 
uous Gallantry Medal. 

Sunday, August 3rd will see a re¬ 
enactment of events which oc¬ 
curred in Beer exactly 100 years 


before, when the Royal Naval Re¬ 
servists from the village were 
called up and marched along the 
main street, led by the village 
band. 

This time, the Ottery St Mary Sil¬ 
ver Band will lead the way, and 
members of the original families 
will take part, representing their 
family members who marched 
away in 1914. This occasion will 
be used to represent the departure 
of all those from Beer who served 
during the war. 


After the parade, the Ottery St 
Mary band will stage a concert in 
the open air, or in the Mariners 
Hall if the weather is poor. 

A meeting to discuss detailed 
plans for the events will be held in 
the Congregational Hall, Beer at 
7pm on Wednesday, February 5th.

The day they marched away 


ON MONDAY, August 3rd 1914, the village band marched 
along the main street of Beer, leading an informal pro¬ 
cession of flag-waving men in civilian clothes and men 
in Naval uniform. 

Most of the people of the village seemed to have 
turned out to line the street and wave them off. 

This procession, captured on film by an unknown pho¬ 
tographer, came in response to a proclamation from the 
Admiralty, issued at 9pm the previous evening: ‘Notice 
is hereby given by their Lordships that all Naval and Ma¬ 
rine pensioners under the age of 55 and all men of the 
Royal Fleet Reserve and Royal Naval Reserve, are to pro¬ 
ceed forthwith to the ship or establishment already no¬ 
tified them...’ 

In 1914, August 3rd was Bank Holiday Monday in Eng¬ 
land (the first Monday of the month, as it still is in Scot¬ 
land), and the band, the flags and the cheering crowds all 
seemed to fit this holiday mood. 

Philip Larkin’s poem MCMVIV (1914) speaks of those 
involved all over the country: ‘Grinning as if it were all / 
An August Bank Holiday lark’. 

More than 20 Beer men who were in the Royal Naval 
Reserve marched off that day, to be followed by those 
who were in the 4th Battalion of the Devonshire Regi¬ 


ment - the local unit of the Territorial Force - and then 
others who joined up in the enthusiasm which followed 
the declaration of war between Britain and Germany, 
which came at 11pm on August 4th. 

John White, an artist who was born in Edinburgh and 
brought up in Australia, but who lived in Beer for more 
than 40 years, painted the scene in the main street as 
people prepared for the August 3rd procession. 

He entitled it ‘When Duty Calls’ and it must have had a 
special significance for him, as four of his sons Joined the 
Army. 

By staging a number of events to mark the centenary 
of the outbreak of the war, organisers hope to show 
how the ‘August Bank Holiday lark’ turned into a catas¬ 
trophe in which millions died, including 28 men from 
Beer, while others were wounded, taken prisoner, or had 
their lives changed forever by the ‘war to end all wars’. 

The organisers of the commemorations in Beer want 
to tell the stories of the survivors, as well as those who 
died, and we would be grateful for the loan of photos, di¬ 
aries, letters or information of any kind which will help 
us to do Justice to those who served.

How can Busy Bees be asset when 
historic Chardstock building is not? 


■ WITH reference to your lead article on January 14th 
in Pulman’s View From Axminster, “Town Centre 
Asset? You Must Be Joking”, we have had a similar 
problem in Chardstock - only the other way round. 

Last year East Devon District Council received an 
application to build a new house in the garden of a very 
old cottage in the centre of Chardstock. There was con¬ 
siderable local opposition, with over 50 households 
writing in excess of 150 letters of objection. Chard¬ 
stock is within an Area Of Outstanding Natural Beauty 
and the village within a conservation area. When the 
last Conservation Area Appraisal was undertaken, the 
conservation officer remarked that Chardstock remains 
one of the most unaltered historic villages in East 
Devon. 

Initially, the conservation officer was opposed to the 
planning application as it would, in his opinion, be 
overdevelopment of the site. However, following some 
relatively minor alterations to the application, sud¬ 


denly and totally inexplicably, this decision was com¬ 
pletely reversed to one of support. We too could have 
been knocked over with a feather. 

When the application was considered last month by 
the EDDC Development Management Committee, one 
of the main reasons given for approving the scheme 
was that it was supported by the conservation officer. 

So we have two very different, but clear, examples 
of EDDC being totally out of touch with the wishes of 
the local community. When the present government 
came to power, local communities were promised 
more involvement in matters important to them. There 
is very little sign of this actually happening. 

It also raises the point - what are our elected district 
councillors doing to resolve this matter?

■ HOW can conservation officers say the eyesore in 
the middle of Axminster makes a positive contribution 
to the significance of the conservation area at the same 
time as allowing the demolition of a Victorian stone 
wall in the heart of the conservation area of Chard¬ 
stock, one of the most unaltered historic villages in 
East Devon? 

A back garden in the centre of Chardstock which has 
recently been given planning permission for the con¬ 
struction of a three-bedroom house will result in the 
demolition of a Victorian stone wall and, by the con¬ 
servation officer's own admission, the development 


would have a marked impact on the character of the 
conservation area. 

His views were also reflected in the 140 letters of ob¬ 
jection from local residents. But a few months after he 
made this statement he changed his tune, for no appar¬ 
ent reason, contributing to the decision by the planning 
committee to approve the application. 

This is just another illustration of the mess the plan¬ 
ning system is currently in.

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Conservation officers not 
following public consensus 


■ ROBERT Peel founded the principle of Policing by 
Consent.

MP against party policies as he 
objects to Feniton development 


■ WHAT are we to make of the appearance of Neil 
Parish MP alongside angry planning protestors at Eeniton 
(January 15th)? Mr Parish is normally seen as a loyal 
Tory MP. 

He is experiencing the discomfort and contradiction of 
his own party’s policies on housing and planning. Prom¬ 
ises of “localism” have been described by East Devon Al¬ 
liance as a “sham...an open shoot for developers”, while 
Independent Councillor Claire Wright described the new 
planning guidelines as a farce, “more centralist and less 
localist than ever before”. 

Eeniton is one of many communities in desperate need 
of responsible planning policies, having already suffered 
overbuild. Honiton may be next. But Mr Parish’s govern¬ 
ment has just torn up 1,000 pages of planning rules, de¬ 
spite warnings of what would happen. 

His party has compounded the problem with a “help to 
buy” policy, not confined to first-time buyers or low-cost 
housing, using public subsidies to inflate the housing 
market at a time of inadequate housing stock. 

This at a time when many poor and disabled people are 


at risk of losing their homes from the hated bedroom tax. 
These policies are driven by hard-right Conservative ide¬ 
ologues who have little interest in protestors and take the 
support of coalition backbenchers for granted. Where are 
Lib Dems in all this? 

Planning Minister Nick Boles, who has local connec¬ 
tions, is a classic example of such arrogance. He de¬ 
scribed those who opposed his free-for-all planning 
approach as “hystercal scaremongering of latter day Lud¬ 
dites”. As a member of the National Trust I was not aware 
it was a Luddite organisation. 

Far from being the friends of middle England, these and 
other hard right ministers are rapidly turning the Tory 
party into the nasty party. While we must welcome his 
conversion, by joining the protestors Mr Parish seems to 
be acknowledging there is nowhere for the Conservative 
Party to hide from the consequences of its own actions.

“IN the Shadow of Dartmoor Prison” sounded 
very mysterious, but when John Foulkes visited 
All Saints WI to speak on this subject, mem¬ 
bers discovered that this was something very 
close to his heart, as his grandfather and father 
had both been prison officers at Dartmoor and 
he himself had lived “in the shadow of Dart¬ 
moor prison” and had loved every minute of 
his boyhood spent there. 

Originally, the prison was built by and for 
prisoners of the war with France in 1805 and 
construction started in 1806 as previously they 
had been held in old ships no longer fit for pur¬ 
pose. 

American prisoners in the war of 1812 were 
also sent to the new prison. 

Dartmoor was chosen for its remoteness and 
with the assumption that any escaping prison¬ 
ers would be easy to spot and capture on the 


open moor, or would die of cold. 

Apparently, there were more deaths from the 
French and American prisoners fighting each 
other than for any other reason, although death 
from diseases came a close second. 

When the wars ended in 1815 the prisoners 
were repatriated and the prison stood empty 
until 1850 when it was largely rebuilt and used 
for convicts, and is still in use today.

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Farm and Land Sales up 25% 
for Symonds & Sampson 


SYMONDS & Sampson report that the second half 
of 2013 witnessed an increase in the quantity and 
value of farms and land in the region with sales up 
25% on 2012 and prices well ahead of a reported 
£7,000 per acre national average. The firm sold over 
2,500 acres between July and December 2013, rais¬ 
ing in excess of £30,000,000. 

Notable sales were: 

401 acres at Hilton, near Blandford, Dorset. This was 
good arable land and around 70 acres of downland 
and 20 acres of woodland on the outskirts of a vil- 
iage. Andrew Tuffin of Symonds & Sampson said, 
“We had so much interest we went to best and then 
final offers with bids received from Devon, Dorset, 
Somerset and Wiltshire, together with some inter¬ 
est from London people with a base close to the 
land. The price achieved was well ahead of the 
£3,250,000 initial guide and sold to Dorset people." 
Waterhouse Farm at Bettiscombe, Bridport, is a 
beautifully situated residential dairy or stock farm 
with 290 acres. Due to go to auction there was a 
very strong pre-auction bid ensuring that the guide 
price of £2,500,000 was exceeded. 

Barrowland Farm, near Dorchester, is a residential 
grass and arable farm with farmhouse, buildings and 
around 252 acres. After national interest 'best of¬ 
fers' were requested and the farm sold close to the 
guide price of £2,250,000. 

Muiiens Farm near Pewsey, Wiltshire is a 225 acre 
pure investment holding sold by salad leaf producer 
Vitacress on a 20 year FBT sale and leaseback 
arrangement. It also achieved well in excess of the 
£3,300,000 guide.

Several bare land sales were also conducted includ¬ 
ing 141 acres of arabie land and farm building near 
Dorchester selling for £9,300 / acre, 167 acres of 
arabie land near Sidmouth, Devon achieving over 
£8,500 / acre and 129 acres of arabie iand near 
Shaftesbury, North Dorset, achieving substantially 
in excess of the £8,000 / acre guide. In Hampshire 
a 125 acres of arable pasture land with farm build¬ 
ings at Stockbridge was agreed at well over £8,000 
/ acre, whilst we sold at auction 97 acres of arable 
land near Yeovil making £10,000 / acre and 60 acres 
of pasture land near Wincanton making £9,000 / 
acre. 

So why the increase in supply? Ross Willmington 
reports some sales are business decisions, how¬ 
ever, the majority remain forced by death or busi¬ 
ness break ups so there is no real trend of increased 
suppiy for the future. 

What has been most interesting is the type of 
buyer. The variety in prices is often determined by 
the iocation and the presence of neighbouring or 
nearby expanding farmers. Quality is important but 
secondary and access and services are a consider¬ 
ation, particularly if they are looking for a non agri¬ 
cultural use such as solar. 

Non farming buyers are returning and always en¬ 
quire about the possibility of letting the farm on a 
FBT and the sort of rents that they might expect. 
Strangely the rate of return is less important to 
some, especially if they are buying through their 
pension fund. 

More farms will be coming to the market in 2014 and 
we expect prices to remain broadly where they 
finished last year. If you are contemplating selling

BROWN birthmarks are caused by an excess of 
melanin, the skin's naural tanning pigment, 
causing, for example, 'cafe-au-lait' birthmarks.

RC F: The Most Powerful Lexus V8 Performance Car Yet 



LEXUS today revealed the RC F, a high-perfor¬ 
mance version of its new RC coupe, at the North 
American International Auto Show in Detroit. 
The unveiling coincided with the 25th anniver¬ 
sary of the launch of the Lexus brand at same 
event. 

The great visual impact of the RC F is matched 
by the impressive power of its new 5.0-litre en¬ 
gine. Generating well in excess of 450bhp, it 
makes the RC F the most powerful V8 perform¬ 
ance model Lexus has yet produced. 

To harness the engine’s potential with the best 
possible efficiency, the RC F uses a newly cali¬ 
brated eight-speed transmission and, in a world 
first for a front engine/rear-wheel drive car, a 
Torque Vectoring Differential to secure higher 
levels of traction and vehicle control. 

Yukihiko Yaguchi, RC F Chief Engineer, said: 


“Eve built the RC F to be enjoyed by all enthu¬ 
siasts, no matter what their level of expertise. 
There’s a false perception that racing cars are 
hard o drive. In fact, they’re easy in the right 
hands because they’ve been purpose-built for the 
skill level of their drivers. It’s the same with the 
RC F. Electronics can be modified instantly on 
board to provide appropriate levels of perform¬ 
ance and protection. But even at its basic setting, 
it’s a blast!” 

ALL-NEW HIGH PERFORMANCE EN¬ 
GINE 

At the heart of the new RC F is a 5.0-litre 32- 
valve engine developing more than 450bhp and 
520Nm of torque. Its cylinder heads and all mov¬ 
ing parts have been newly designed to deliver 
more power at higher engine revs than has pre¬ 
viously been possible. 


It is also the first Lexus performance engine to 
use the Atkinson cycle at cruising speeds, to se¬ 
cure better fuel economy, switching to the Otto 
cycle at higher revs to achieve impressive levels 
of performance. 

The engine has been developed exclusively for 
the RC F and every aspect of the powertrain has 
been design to deliver the highest possible driver 
engagement, including the transmission and ex¬ 
haust system. 

The specially calibrated eight-speed Sports Di¬ 
rect Shift transmission improves linear response 
to accelerator pedal inputs, giving the driver 
more precise control of power and torque deliv¬ 
ery. 

The RC F driving experience is further height¬ 
ened by a new system that regulates induction 
and exhaust sound, creating a deep tone up to 
3,000rpm, and a higher-pitched note at as revs 
rise beyond 6,000rpm under hard acceleration. 

Driving Dynamics 

The foundation of the new RC F’s outstanding 
mechanical grip is its highly rigid body, featuring 
large cross-section rocker panels and front lower 
brace. Lexus has deployed numerous specialist 
manufacturing techniques to further enhance 
rigidity, including the use of body adhesives, 
laser-screw welding and multi-spot welding. A 
wider tyre and wheel assembly help to raise grip 
performance. 

Independent, coil-sprung suspension is used 
front and rear, incorporating monotube gas 
dampers and ball-jointed anti-roll bars. The car’s 
unsprung weight has been kept down by using 
19-inch forged aluminium alloy wheels, which 
minimise wheel assembly mass while at the same 
time improving rigidity. 

As in the Lexus LFA supercar, the RC F is fitted 


with an active rear wing. Incorporated in the 
bootlid, this provides additional downforce at 
speeds above 50mph. The rear wings is a high¬ 
light of the RC F’s comprehensive aerodynamic 
grip and stability package, which also includes 
tuning of the flat underbody, race-bred air man¬ 
agement ducts behind the front bumpers and 
wings, and strategic placement of aero stabilising 
fins. 

F performance styling 

The RC F is immediately distinguishable from 
the RC coupe tha nk s to its more powerful visual 
impact. 

It features its own interpretation of the Lexus 
signature spindle grille, which dominates the 
front of the vehicle and has a subtle ‘F’ motif em¬ 
bedded in the mesh below the Lexus badge. 

The front of the bonnet is set higher than on the 
RC, creating a powerful, flared profile that’s in 


keeping with its status as a Lexus F model. The 
profile view is rendered more striking by the 10- 
spoke 19-inch forged aluminium wheels, three 
versions of which will be available, including one 
that’s hand-polished by craftsmen. 

The design takes some cues from the LFA, 
most notably in the use of essential air cooling 
and aerodynamic features. Air outlets on the bon¬ 
net, like those on the LFA, work together with 
front cooling ducts to support both engine cool¬ 
ing and overall vehicle stability. 

To the side there are air outlets behind the front 
wings that add to the engine and brake cooling 
performance, and which merge neatly with side 
sill extensions to create a powerful ‘L’ shape. 

The powerful look continues at the rear of the 
car, with stacked, quad trapezoidal exhaust out¬ 
lets.

Jarring January as UK storms 
cause a 'Hole'lot of trouble 


THE RECENT wet weather storms and risk of 
freezing conditions towards the end of the 
month, threaten to deliver the worst pothole 
season ever seen in the UK, according to War¬ 
ranty Direct’s road campaign website. Pot¬ 
holes .co.uk. 

Potholes traditionally appear on Britain’s un¬ 
derinvested road network in greater numbers 
between January and April. In 2013, Warranty 
Direct, which insures motorists against me¬ 
chanical damage, estimated that pothole re¬ 
lated repair bills cost almost £730million - a 
159% rise in three years. 

The Met Office reported that parts of southern 
England experienced around twice the average 
amount of rainfall normally expected in De¬ 
cember. With local authorities calculating a 
road network pitted with 200,000 potholes 
needing repair, persistently heavy rain and 
flood water has now created the perfect storm 
for a new plague of potholes. 

“The worst is yet to come,” says Rory Buckley 
of Warranty Direct’s potholes.co.uk. “This wet 
weather will be saturating roads right across 
the UK with existing potholes channelling 
water to weaken the road’s substructure, liter¬ 
ally paving the way for even more potholes 
and defects to arise.” 

Current conditions are also treacherous for 
drivers with the growing threat of ‘invisible 
potholes’ - filled with rainwater and much 
harder to spot, particularly in the dark winter 
commuting hours. 

Analysis of over 150,000 Warranty Direct 
policies between 2010 and 2013 found that, on 
average, 6.6% percent of cars suffered axle or 
suspension damage linked to potholes or road 
defects. 

However, in 2010 axle or suspension damage 
made up just 4.0% of all claims, in 2013 this 


had increased to 10.1% - a 159% rise in cases. 
With around 29.4million cars on UK roads in 
2013 and an average repair bill of £247, the 
total annual cost for the estimated 2.9million 
cars struck by axle and suspension damage 
was calculated to be £729,396,000[1]. The fig¬ 
ure excludes commercial vehicles. 

Heavy rainfall undermines the lower, struc¬ 
tural layers of the road creating cracks, fissures 
and more potholes - which are then enlarged 
by a daily procession of vehicles widening and 
deepening the craters. 

Buckley adds: “Potholes and other road de¬ 
fects can cause sudden jarring or regular jar¬ 
ring which accelerates wear and tear to axle 
and suspension components, often leading to 
failure. Damage to wheel rims and punctured 
tyres are also a common fault of potholes.” 
With almost 2million potholes filled over the 
last year at a cost of £99million, the shortfall 
in annual road structural budget is calculated 
to be £741million - £6.2million on average per 
authority.
